The local option law enacted by the 
special session of the legislature pro­ 
vides that whenever a petition has 
been signed and filed with the county 
auditor praying for the Board of Com­ 
missioners of any county for the privi­ 
lege of determining by ballot whether 
the sale of intoxicating liquors as a 
beverage shall be prohibited within the 
limits of such county, such Board of 
Commissioners, at its next regular ses­ 
sion, shall order a special election to 
be held at the usual places for holding 
general elections. 
The ballots in a special election shall 
be in the following form: 
[YES] 
Shall the sale of intoxicating 
[ NO ] 
liquors as a beverage be pro­ 
hibited?

sion of the la tte r to hum an beings. 
This conference w as not a p art of the 
international 
tuberculosis 
congress 
program , but w as a private co n su lta ­ 
tion am ong tho se whose u tte ra n c e s on 
this subject are generally regarded as 
authoritative. 
T he conference w as not 
expected to yield and did not yield any 
positive sta te m e n t. 
Its effect w as to 
organize a so rt of informal com m is­ 
sion of in tern ation al scope to s e ttle as 
soon as the progress of science per­ 
mits, the relation of bovine tu berculo­ 
sis to the tuberculosis of man. 
Dr. H erm an M. Biggs of New York 
presided. 
Tw o questions propounded 
by Prof Koch w ere discussed. 
T here 
w as general ag ree m e n t th a t bovine tu ­ 
berculosis m ay be tran sm itted to hu­ 
m an 
beings, 
especially children, 
in 
whom the disease takes the form of 
either intestinal tuberculosis or tu b erc­ 
ulosis of the cervical or m e s e n te r y 
lymph glands. 
T he only essential dif­ 
ference of opinion was found to exist 
am ong the various w orkers related to 
th e relative frequency with w hich this 
occurs. 
Prof. Koch m aintained th a t it 
seldom happened, while oth er o b serv ­ 
ers argued from their own ob serv a­ 
tions that it w as not infrequent.

Details of the Postal Savings 
Plan. 


A bill providing for the establish­ 
ment of postal savings* banks was fav­ 
orably reported by the United States 
Senate Committee on Postoffices and 
Post Iionds during the recent session of 
Congress, and is reasonably certain to 
be enacted into law during the coming 
session, thus adding prompt perform ­ 
ance to the promise of the Republican 
national platform relative to this form 
of strengthening our national system of 
finance. 
The bill reported provides for tho 
establishment of postal savings deposi­ 
tories for depositing savings at interest 
with the security of the Government 
for the repaym ent thereof and desig­ 
nates tin* inoney-order post-offices and 
such others as the Rostniaster-General 
may, in his discretion, from time to 
tim e designate as savings depositories 
to receive deposits from the public and 
to account and d i s u s e of the same ac­ 
cording to the term s of the act. 
The depositories are to be kept open 
for the transaction of business every 
day, Sundays and legal holidays ex­ 
cepted. during

business lo u rs of the town a nd loon ll-

Statistics Just compiled by the gov­ 
ernment show that 480,450,042 tons of 
coal, valued at $614,851,549, were pro­ 
ducer! in the United States last year. 
It was thedargest yearly output of coal 
in this country, exceeding ours of 11X)6 
by 66,292,764 tons, and exceeding that 
of Great Britain in 1907 by 180,480,- 
573 tons. 
No stronger illustration of 
the advance industrially of the United 
States could be given than the fact 
that our coal production, with corre­ 
sponding consumption, last year was GO 
per cent larger than that of Great 
Britain, which until a few years ago 
was the leading coal producer of the 
world. 
With 
its Immense fields of 
both anthracite and bituminous coal, it 
is natural that 
Pennsylvania 
should 
lead all states in production. 
Its out­ 
put last year was 85,604,312 tons of 
anthracite, valued at $163,584,056, and 
150,321,437 tons of bituminous, valued 
at $155,837,770, making a total produc­ 
tion of 235,925,749 tons, worth $319,- 
421,826 at the mines. 
Illinois ranks 
second as a coal producing state for the 
first time, having passed in 1907 its 
rival for this position, West Virginia. 
Illinois’ output of coal last year was 
51,317,146 tons, valued at $54,087,382, 
while West Virginia’s output was 48,- 
091,583 tons, valued 
at 
$47,846,630. 
Ohio takes fourth place with a produc­ 
tion of 32,142,410 tons, valued at $35,- 
824,746. 
Indiana’s output was 13,085,- 
713 tons, valued at $15,114,300. 
The 
total production of bituminous coal in 
this country in 1907 was 394,845,730 
tons, valued at $431,247,493, as against 
142,874,867 tons, valued at $381,162,115, 
in 1906. The output of anthracite coni 
in 1907 was 85,604.312 tons, valued at 
$131,917,634, as against 71,282,411 tons 
valued at $100,251,272, in 1900. To re­ 
duce by nearly half a billion tons in 
one year the coal supply of this coun­ 
try is enough to make even tile most 
careless and prodigal pause aud pon­ 
der on how long it will take, at such 
rate, to exhaust the supply. 
Uncle 
Sam’s experts estimate that up to this 
time the Nation has consumed about 
seven billion tons, and that as much 
coal was used during the 
past 
ten 
years as had been consumed during the 
preceding 
century. 
Within 
another 
entury, they contend, tho supply wil 
he exhausted if consumption increases 
at the same rati* as during the past ten 
years 
and 
no more precautions are 
taken to avoid waste. 
To avoid such 
waste, 
or, 
rather, 
to minimize the 
hirst's in et at I c« ui.Siiinpt biti, is the ob­ 
ject cf extensive 
fuel 
Investigations 
being made by the government under 
tilt* direction of the chief of the techno­ 
logical branch of the United States 
geological survey. 
In part, the inves­ 
tigations so far have shown the possi­ 
bility of utilizing, 
through 
washing, 
coking, and brhpietlng, poorer grades 
of coal than are now commonly used, 
while the gas producer process also 
produces superior results from lower 
grade coals. 
The importance of econo­ 
mizing in the use of coal is emphasized 
by the facts set forth by tho govern­ 
ment’s statistics that a saving of only 
I per cent on Hie entire fuel bill of the 
country would amount to nearly $20,* 
(XX),OOO annually.

Hamid raged and stormed and ordered 
regiments from Smyrna, Salon lea and 
other military posts to advance against 
tho mutineers and exterminate them. 
The troops refused to move, for they, 
too, had become Imbued with the prin­ 
ciples of tile Young Turkey party. The 
Sultan sent trusted officials to see why 
his orders had not been obeyed. They 
were promptly shot. 
At this Juncture 
MaJ. Nlnzier, commanding the garrison

“Proclaim a constitution at 
once or I will march on Constantinople 
at the head of 300,000 men.” The Sul­ 
tan sought to temporize, blit the time 
for that had passed. The garrison ntSa- 
lonioa boldly proclaimed a constitution, 
aud for the first time since Turkish 
rule had extended over Macedonia the

or financial, your speculative chances 
are slight. 
Obviously this 
state 
of 
restless endurance is demoralizing. 
It 
undermines character. 
Presently you

THE ORIGIN OF LAKES. 


^ l i t t l i s h G e o l o g i s t A d v a n c e s n H i g h ­ 
ly N o v e l T h e o r y . 
Tho position of tho earlier geologists, 
standing, as they appeared to do, on 
tho solid foundations of the earth, once 
seemed to be impregnable. 
But recent 
discoveries, 
notably 
that of radium, 
have unsettled many of the older be 
I lets and theories. 
And now a very 
eminent geologist has advanced a new 
and very interesting theory regarding 
the origin of lakes and mountain tarns. 
Hitherto glacial action has been ac­ 
cepted as a sufficient explanation of 
the existence of these bodies of water, 
but the investigations carried on by 
Prof. Garwood of England tend to es­ 
tablish tho probability that in many In­ 
stances the gradual solution of dolomite 
is the cause. In his recent address be­ 
fore the Geologists’ Association at Uni­ 
versity 
College, 
London, a carefully 
prepared model of Lake Bl toon, Val 
Plora, near Alrolo, on a scale of about 
five inches to the mile, gave a very 
clear illustration of tile conditions sup­ 
porting Prof. Garwood’s theory, and the 
opinion was expressed by those present 
that he had made out a good case. 
And what is dolomite? the unscien­ 
tific reader may ask. 
Dolomite, named 
n honor of the French geologist, Dolo- 
mien, is a caldum-magnesinm carbonate 
that crystallizes in the hexagonal sys­ 
tem. 
It varies in color from white to 
reddish or greenish white, and. in some 
varieties, even reaches brown and black. 
Dolomite, both as a mineral and a 
rock, is found In various 
parts 
of 
Europe and the United States. 
The 
crystallized varieties Include the pearl 
spar, which Is so called from its luster. 
The compact 
varieties aro used 
a? 
building stone. 
The houses of Parliament in London 
were built from a variety found at Bel- 
sover Moor, and St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
New York City, is built from a variety 
found in Westchester 
County, N. Y. 
Calcined and slaked, dolomite yields 
a cement offering considerable resist­ 
ance t«> the action of water. The same 
mineral, when treated with sulphuric 
acid, yields calcium 
and magnesium 
sulphates and Is used In tho manufac­ 
ture of Epsom salts.

It has long been recognized that som* 
means by which telephone communica­ 
tion could be held by train In motion 
would be of great advantage as an ad­ 
junct to the block Bystem. 
One of the

is an apparatus Invented by an Iowa 
man, the details of which are shown 
in the accompanying illustrations. 
A horizontal bar of metal extends 
from the side of the tender for its en­ 
tire length. 
Tills bar drops close to

tho oilier rail, making electrical con­ 
nection with metal standards set in the 
ties beside the track. The distance be­ 
tween these standards is a little less 
than the length of the bar, so that the 
latter is always Iii contact with at least 
one of them. 
A telephone is mounted 
In the cab of the locomotive and con­ 
nected through the locomotive wheels 
and the rails to the dispatcher’s sta­ 
tion, blockhouse or other ]H>int. It will 
he seen therefore that communication 
may f>e had with the train at all points 
along the track where the standards are 
located. These can be placed at the be­ 
ginning and end of blocks, or at other 
points where it would he of advantage 
to hold communication with the mov­ 
ing train.

Science 
nvention 


In some countries, notably in tho 
Russian provinces north of the Cau­ 
casus, the sunflower serves other pur­ 
poses besides ornamenting gardens with 
its huge golden bosses. ^ The seeds are 
used to make oil, which is employed 
both in tile manufacture of soap aud 
in dboklng. The stems and leaves are 
burned and the ashes used to make 
potash. 
Last year the sunflower fac* 
tories of the Caucasus produced 15,000 
tons of potash. 
There are something over 6,000 varie­ 
ties of orchids recognized and described 
by the authorities in the botanical gar­ 
dens of Rio de Janiero. 
A very large 
portion of this list of plants is com­ 
posed of varieties which have little or 
no value from any standpoint^ 
Some 
varieties are very common, while a 
great many of them are rare enough to 
command from $15 to $3X) in 
Brazil. 
Other varieties are very rare and the 
value of specimens Is mostly fixed by 
w’hat collectors will pay for them, vary­ 
ing greatly from time to time. Probably 
three-fourths of the orchid-exporting 
business, iii value, is iii less than a doz­ 
en varieties of the plant. 
Major nodder is an Englishman who 
has been wondering why the Barbadoes, 
alone of the Antilles, are free from ma­ 
laria. 
He thinks it must he because 
the Barbadoes, alone of the Antilles, 
are free 
from gnats. 
But why no 
gnats? Because of the wild and benefi­ 
cent profusion of fish called “millions.” 
The millions eat the gnats while they’re 
still larva*. Acting on Major Ilodder’s 
theory, the Jamaicans, the j>e<q)le of 
Colon aud the colonists of British Gui­ 
ana imported millions and the gnats 
vanished. 
In Africa, where rage the 
most deadly swamp fevers, millions are 
employed with immense success. 
The 
same means has been adopted by the 
Italian government to rid the Roman 
Campagna of its Insert foes. 
Those who love experimentation may 
try the following method of making a 
cheap barometer, practiced in France. 
Take 8 grams of pulverized camphor, 
4 grains of pulverized nitrate of potas­ 
sium, 2 grams of jmlvorized nitrate of 
ammonia, and dissolve in pH) grains of 
alcohol. 
Put the whole in a long, slen­ 
der bottle closed at tin* top with a 
piece of bladder containing a pin-hole 
to admit the air. 
When rain Is coming, 
the solid particles will feud gradually 
to mount, little star crystals forming iii 
the liquid, which otherwise remains 
clear; if high winds are approaching, 
the liquid will become thick, as lf fer­ 
menting, while a film of solid particles 
forms on the surface; 
during 
fair 
weather the liquid will remain clear 
and the solid particles will r< 
at the 
bottom. 
Since tho 
colliery 
explosions 
at 
Courrieres, in France, and the more 
recent disasters in the* United states 
and elsewhere, a public demand has 
been awakened iii Europe* for some kind 
of organized rescue work in connection 
with mines. 
In Austria and France 
provision of resale apparatus in mines 
Is made compulsory. 
In Germany it 
Is optional, but has been voluntarily 
adopted. 
In Russia where over fifty 
men art* employed in one mine ii is p r o ­ 
vided that “every colliery must have a 
rescue corps trained to work iii irre- 
spirable gases,” that “the number of 
men hi each c o r p s must bo equivalent 
to 4 per cent of those engaged In the 
largest pit or shaft work” and “that the 
number of completely equipped sets of 
breathing apparatus at each colliery 
must not he less than three.”

It go there are undo ubtedly go lden o p­ 
po rtunities. As ev ery bo dy kno ws, po ul­ 
try raising has gro wn to be o ne o f the 
mo st Impo rtant Industries in the United 
States. 
There are peo ple who are no t 
o nly making snug inco mes, but are get­ 
ting rich at po ultry rnising. 
A quarter 
o f a century ago the po ultry business 
a s a mo ney making pro po sitio n cut a 
co mparativ ely small figure; no t alo ne 
because the pro ducts then were away 
do wn In v alue, but because then there 
were no t the facilities to aid in Incuba­ 
tio n and in safe bro o ding. 
No w it is 
I M id by a perso n who pretends to kno w 
tha t if the eggs eaten ev ery y ear in the 
United States co uld be gathered be­ 
fo rehand and placed end to end, they 
wo uld reach thirty times aro und the 
earth. 
In additio n eno ugh eggs are ex ­ 
po rted ev ery y ear to reach fro m Den­ 
v er to New Yo rk. 
Valued at an av er­ 
age o f 20 cents a do zen the annual egg 
cro p o f the United States reaches a to ­ 
tal o f $300.000,000. 
All eggs lo o k alike to the av erage 
co nsumer until they hav e been bro ken. 
But they are no t alike In lo o ks to the 
initiated, o r in who leso meness, o r In 
flav o r; and the general public is be­ 
co ming gradually aware o f that fact. 
Viewed ex ternally , It seems as if no th­ 
ing co uld get inside an egg. 
Apparent­ 
ly , It is sealed hermetically . Dev elo ped 
Inside the bo dy o f the hen, away fro m 
co ntaminating influences, it appears to 
be safe. 
But it is no t. 
"It is po ssi­ 
ble," say s a high o fficial in the Agricul­ 
tural Department o f the United States, 
which Is making an ex tended study o f 
po ultry pro ducts, "fo r an egg to beco me 
infected with micro -o rganisms, either 
befo re it is laid o r after. 
The shell is 
po ro us and o tters no greater resistance 
to micro -o rganisms which cause disease 
than It do es to tho se which cause the 
egg to spo il." 
The fo o d o f the hen sho uld be abso ­ 
lutely clean, her surro undings sho uld 
be sanitary , and she sho uld nev er bo 


permitted to range o v er garbage dumps 
o r manure heaps. 
Her eggs sho uld re­ 
ceiv e the mo st careful attentio n, and If 
po ssible sho uld be placed In sanitary 
cases immediately a fter they are gath­ 
ered. 
It sho uld no t be fo rgo tten that 
co ntaminatio n is likely to co me any ­ 
where, and fo r that reaso n co nstant 
care sho uld be ex ercised. And if po ssi­ 
ble, do n’t eat an egg that is o v er thirty 
day s o ld. 
It Is no t fit. 
Aside fro m the pro fessio nal po ultry 
men, the amateurs and the farmers, 
there Is still ano ther class Interested in 
po ultry wo rk. They are the tho usands, 
o r perhaps hundreds o f tho usands, who 
hav e no desire to go into po ultry as a 
mo ney making m a tter; who hav e no t 
the ro o m fo r ex tensiv e breeding pens, 
and who are pro fitably engaged In o th­ 
er wo rk, and who hav e no t time to de­ 
v o te to any co nsiderable number o f 
fo wls. 
They are the peo ple who hav e 
ho mes In the small cities, to wns and v il­ 
lages, with gro und rightly regarded as 
go ing to waste, o r at least no t earning 
any thing. 
These peo ple wo uld like to 
go into the chicken business mo re fo r 
a div ersio n o r ho bby than 
any thing 
else, and supply their o wn table with 
eggs and an o ccasio nal fo wl. 
There Is 
surely no go o d reaso n why they sho uld 
no t. 
Let a man who has tho gro und 
take up the matter J ust as he wo uld 
were ho go ing Into tho business as a 
mo ans o f liv eliho o d. That is, he sho uld 
use the same precautio ns in the selec­ 
tio n o f his sto ck, and the same judg­ 
ment in its care. 
Yith a little attentio n 
giv en to a small flo ck o f chickens, many 
families wo uld find the Inco me fro m 
o ther so urces wo uld go much farther. 
Tho numero us po ultry asso ciatio ns 
thro ugho ut the co untry are o f great ser­ 
v ice to their members. 
At their meet­ 
ings they discuss Intelligently the dif­ 
ferent matters o f Interest, and pro tect 
each o ther fro m tho se who wo uld im­ 
po se upo n o r act unfairly with them. 
Of great use and interest are the an­ 
nual po ultry sho ws in v ario us lo calities. 
No t o nly are these ex hibitio ns o f pro d­ 
ucts o f interest to the pro fessio nal and 
amateur, but to the general public.

Mr. Reiman’s Bay side ho me will be 
the result o f many y ears o f tho ught 
o v er the matter o f genuine ho me co m­ 
fo rt, fo r be has o ften declared 
that, 
with the adv antages o f mo dern appli­ 
ances and electricity , there seemed lit­ 
tle reaso n fo r the sunny side 
o f 
a 
ho use being In the sun all summer and 
the shady skle being In the shade all 
winter. 
Mr. Reiman wo uld hav e a ho me tho 
windo ws o f which may fo llo w the sun- 
■hine In winter o r av o id it In summer. 
An architect lias studied the pro blem 
and has co mpleted plans fo r such 
a 
ho me, which will tie built at a co st o f 
$9 6,000, ex clusiv e o f the real estate. 
As pro po sed, the ho use will be co n­ 
structed o n a turntable, which will be 
o perated by electric po wer. The o wner, 
in his library o r bedro o m, may press 
a butto n, and o n the piazzas will so und 
a tinkling o f bells to tho se who 
are 
abo ut to enter o r leav e the ho use, warn­ 
ing them that the Reiman 
ho me 
is 
abo ut to maneuv er by either the right 
o r left flank. Allo wing family , serv ants 
o r guests time to get either In o r o ut 
o f the ho use, Mr. Reiman will 
then 
press ano ther butto n, and the ho use 
will swing to right o r left, as he may 
desire. 
Sitting In his library windo w' and 
weary ing o f the v iew, be may turn the 
ho use ro und and 
get ano ther 
v ista 
witho ut leav ing his chair, o r If 
the 
breeze shifts and the o wner o f 
the 
ho use finds himself cut o ff fro m it he 
giv es the alarm and mo v es his ho me 
aro und and aro und until he gets the 
breeze where he wants It 
Of co urse 
» unshine and shade will be his to co m­ 
mand, and if he desires to sleep late 
and 
the 
light 
is in his windo w he 
presses the butto n near his bed and 
swings away fro m the east. 
The ho use was designed by Mr. Rei­ 
man himself, and the plans o s drawn 
•ho w that his scheme is eminently prac­ 


tical. 
Mr. Reiman will hav e neitliei 
fro nt no r back y ard to bis ho use. 
The 
lawns will be so laid o ut that the fro nt 
entrance will fit at any po int o f the 
co mpass. 
Tho rev o lutio n o f the ho use 
will be practically no iseless, and part 
o f the turntable will be v isible. 
Mr. Ro lmnn believ es tlmt his ho use 
will hav e a lo t o f hy gienic adv antage*. 
"I hav e had this ho use in my mind 
fo r a number o f y ears," he said. "Prio r 
to the actual decisio n to build I made 
so me ex periments to test the feasibility 
o f the plan. 
I do no t lo o k o n the mat­ 
ter as a fad, fo r It is a questio n o f co m­ 
mo n sense. There Is no mo re reaso n why 
o ne sho uld bo ro asted o r chilled In cer­ 
tain ro o ms o f a ho use y ear after y ear 
than there Is that o ne sho uld liv e o n 
the o utside o f It. 
I am satisfied with 
the plans pro v ided me, and I believ e 
that o thers will build rev o lv ing ho uses, 
fo llo wing my plans." 
Mr. Reiman will begin building the 
ho use this summer and will hav e it 
ready in the late fall. 
"I will use the co lo nial sty le o f archi­ 
tecture fo r the ho use,” he said. 
“ The 
kitchen will 
built away fro m 
i t 
There will be fiv e bedro o ms and baths 
o n the seco nd flo o r and o n the first a 
large receptio n hall, dining-ro o m, den, 
library and pantry . 
There is o nly o ne 
o ther ho use o f this kind that I hav e 
heard o f, and that o ne is said to be in 
Switzerland. 
The rev o lutio n will 
be 
practically no iseless. 
I hav e co nsider­ 
able tro uble in sleeping, and that Is the 
main reaso n why I am 
hav ing 
this 
ho use built. 
If the sun is shining in 
my ey es in early mo rning, o r if my ro o m 
do es no t catch the breeze that may be 
blo wing, I can just press a butto n at 
the 
aide o f my bed and remedy the 
matter."

Ev ery bo dy kno ws that there is 
a 
class o f peo ple called ho bo s. 
Ev ery ­ 
bo dy has heard o f almo st unbeliev able 
trips, co mpleted In almo st unbeliev able 
time^co nsidering that no t a cent o f 
railro ad fare is ev er paid. 
In tho first place all railro ads are 
classified amo ng tho fraternity o f ho ­ 
bo s as either go o d o r bad. 
On "go o d" ro ads the crews are lax 
In the enfo rcement o f their o rders re­ 
lativ e to keeping men o ff their trains, 
and there are no t many railro ad de­ 
tectiv es o r "bulls" as they are called. 
On "bad" ro ads the crews attempt, 
In a measure at least, to keep 
the 
tramps o ff their trains, and there are 
a ho st o f ^etcct iv o s. 
The first mo v e o n the part o f a man 
who wishes to beat it o ut o f a to wn !» 
to go do wn to the railro ad y ards and 
lo cate a freight made up to go his 
way , that Is, o f co urse, if he wishes to 
trav el by freight. 
His further actio n 
depends entirely upo n the classificatio n 
o f the ro ad, the lay o ut o f the y ards 
and the po sitio n o f the train. 
If it be 
a go o d ro ad and the y ards are no t ho s­ 
tile, then he is likely to climb into an 
empty bo x car, so ftly clo se the do o r 
and wait quietly until the train pulls 
o ut. 
This is the simplest and mo st 
desirable manner o f riding, if time is 
no t an o bject. 
Sho uld he, ho wev er, co nsider it un­ 
wise to make tho train in the y ards, 
o r sho uld there be no empty cars, his 


less and dro wsy - 
And 
the 
cinders 
and dust are blinding 
The blind baggage is the mo st rid­ 
den part o f a passenger train. 
On j 
mo st fast trains there is a v estibuled 
do o r o n the end o f the baggage o r 
mail car nex t to the tender. 
And this 
do o r is inv ariably lo cked. 
To be sure, 
the crews hav e a key to the do o r and 
so metimes, If they see a man making 
the blind at a sto p they o pen it and 
put him o ff—"ditch him," the ho bo 
calls it. 
So me cars, ho wev er, are fitted 
up with 
o ne end 
made 
witho ut a 
do o r, o nly a "blind” end. 
Bo th so rts 
o f cars are ridden, but the ho bo pre­ 
fers the latter. 
The ho bo who wants to make the 
blind ho v ers 
iilx nit 
so me 
sto pping 
place o f the passenger, eather a sta­ 
tio n o r a water tank, usually cho o sing 
a train which 
will 
arriv e 
so 
that 
darkness may 
co v er his 
mo v emeuts. 
As the train starts he steps o ut fro m 
so me co v er up ahead o f tho train and 
climbs up between the tender and the 
first car by means o f the sto p o n the 
end o f the tender. Then, if the car Is 
v estibuled, he stands with his back 
against the do o r. 
If no t It is a sim­ 
ilar ex perience to riding the bumpers 
o n a freight train, o nly the car is J tted 
with better springs and runs smo o thly .

uniso n between them. 
Nev ertheless a

On bad ro ads, where the crews are 
particularly ho stile against ex cursio ns 
o f this nature, it is quite frequently 
necessary to ride the

When 
this mo de o f trav el Is used there is 
alway s an attempt to av o id the watch­ 
ful ey es o f the crews.
